The proposed amendment to claim 38, adding the new limitation "said chamber 
being substantially free of fluid flow obstructions in a direction transverse to the fluid jet 
flow in a region between said second fluid inlet and said first fluid inlet" raises a new 
issue that would require further consideration and/or search. * 

2. The proposed amendment to claim 38, adding the new limitation "said chamber 
being substantially free of fluid flow obstructions in a direction transverse to the fluid jet 
flow in a region between said second fluid inlet and said first fluid inlet" raises the issue 
of new matter. Applicant has not attempted to point out any support for this new 
limitation. While no conclusion regarding this issue is made at this time, a cursory 
review of the originally filed application reveals no support for this new limitation. 

3. The proposed amendment of claim 59, causes the claim to recite a narrow range 
and broader range in the same claim. MPEP 2173.05(c)(1) instructs examiners to 
consider rejecting such claims under section 112, second paragraph.
